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TOTAL ECLIPSE OF THE 
SUN / 


AA ERCURY is a morning siar all the 
M month, at his greatest Western elon 
tion on the 25th. He rises a littl 
more than an hour before. the Sun at fhe 
end of the month. Visibility is doubtful. 
Venus and Mars are both in Conjunction 
with the Sun this .month, and,. — 
invisible. Mars is in Conjunction..on the 
llth, and Venus in Superior Conjunction.‘on 
the 29th. Jupiter is m ion on the 
10th, rising at sunset and setting at sunrise. 
His altitude will never be more than from 13? 
to 15° in the Britisn Isles, ac to lati- 
tude. Any observations should be made 
when he is near the meridian, and. citcum- 
stances will be far from favourable in any 


case. | 

Saturn is the most interesting of the planets 
this year, on account of the disappearances of 
the ring, but during June he must be looked 
for in the early morning hours. He rises 
about an hour after oor gy 258 at the begin- 
ning of June, and shortly before 11.50 p.m. 
at the end. The ring system is presented 
edgewise to the Earth on the 28th and 20th 
and nearly so all the month. With a small 
telescope the rings may be seem as a very 
fine line of light early in June, and they are 
invisible altogether towards the end. The 
large satellite Titan may be seen threaded 
on the fine line of the rings on June 26th, 
though most of the phenomenon will take 
place below our horizon. The. same satellite 
will pass back again along the line of the 
rings on July 4th, and will be occulted by 
the planet in passirg. This will take place 
at a more favourable hour for British 
observers, beginning at 3.6 a.m. A pa 
eclipse of Titan by the shadow of ; 
will take place during his passage along 
the rings, from 48 te 518 am. The 
opportunity of seeing eclipses,’ transits, and 
shadow transits of Saturn’s satellites is rare 
and precious, only recurring at intervals. of 
15 years. Saturn’s other big satellite, 
Japetus, does not transit. the planet, nor 
thread itself on the rings on occasions like the 
present, because its orbit has a considerable 
tilt with respect to Saturn's r; unlike 
most of the others which lie almost exactly 
in the plane of the plariet’s equator and rings. 
Japetus also is so far from Saturn, ‘and its 
period so long, 79 days, that it is difficult to 
recognise it as an attendant on the planet at 
all. It is often well out of the field of view 
of any telescopic eyepiece when the planet is 
in the centre of it. The new.asteroid, or minor 
lanet, which so nearly hit the Earth at the 
Scntaenliad of this year, has received the name 
of Anteros, or Love Returned, probably 
because it so nearly comes into our embraces.

The principal astronomical event of the 
month is a total eclipse of the Sun on the 
19th. The zone of totality ins in the 
Mediterranean, not far from Malta, traverses 
Southern Greece, the Aegean Sea, Asia Minor, 
the Black Sea, Southern Russia, Central Asia, 
Japan, and ends in the Pacific Ocean. 
Scientific expeditions from various nations 
will be strung out along the total zone 
from the Aegean to Japan. The writer

It is well known ‘that ag follow the 
cycle called the Saros, or the Metonic Cycle— 
from its discoverer, Meton the A in 
the year B.C. 432. The period of the cycle 
is 18 years 11 days and 6 hours. At the 
end of this iod the same ae comes 
round again in the same latitude, but owing 
to the odd 6 hours the longitude changes by 
one quarter of the Earth’s _ circumference. 
After 4 cycles the eclipse returns to nearly 
the same part of the globe as before. The

The Summer Solstice occurs this year at 
2 p.m. ón June 2ist. The Sun then enters 
the Sign of Cancer, and réaches his greatest 
Declination North. Solar activity is increas- 
ing rapidly and spots are numerous, and also 
the flames or prominences which often are 
erupted to heighths-of 100,000 or even 200,000 
miles above the surface of the photosphere, 
which forms the visible surface of the Sun. 
Probably some of these strange and beautiful 
objects may be seen during the coming eclipse. 
Their colour has been compared to peach- 
blossom, or sunset fa to Alps, st. pron 
shape to scymitars or merangs. 
take all sorts of forms, Wiest Great Red 
Dragon and the American le, which were 
seen during the 1918 eclipse at Baker, Oregon. 
THE STARS. 

At midnight on June Ist, at 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and at 10 p.m. on. the 30th. 

Midsummer twilight is against much 
successful star-gazing in June, only the 
brightest stars and planets being visible 
through the illumination of the sky. Scorpio 
is due South and low down. The Red Star of 
Scorpio, the giant Antares, is glowing a little
